After being taken off the 
Birgitte Toft of Suez, Eylon 
said, he was brought before 
an Egyptian police officer who 
promised he would be taken 
to Ismailia and sent back 
from there to Israel. 

Eylon continued: “My tough 
time started at Ismailia I 
was made to stand up blind- 
folded for several hours. Every 
time I tried to sit down they 
beat me with rifle butts.” 
While still blindfolded, he was 
interrogated — in English 
and asked if he spoke Arabic 
and whether he was an Israel 
army officer. “When I answer- 
ed ‘no’ to both questions they; 
called me a liar and slapped’ 
my face. I was 17 hours with-| 
out a drop of water, two days 
without food, and only on the 
fourth day did they give me 
blankets.” 

Following the interroga- 
tion at Ismailia, he was taken 
to Cairo and, after an initial 
“work-over” with rubber) 
truncheons, was left in jail’ 
undisturbed, Eylon said. In
